Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wagner et al. 
The support of Wagner is denoted 38. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Giacometti et 
al. The support member is bearing 30. 

Claims 3-5, 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hartman.
